The present , invention relates to a pen-shape' optical mouse comprising , a transparent optical tip! 
member mounted to one end of the- mouse, body; . an optics part; , arid a cbntact button aehsor ; 
adapted to perform a scroll function.. The contact button sensor includes a transparent button 
mounted to a side wall of the mouse body. 

Document D1 discloses a pen-shape optical mouse comprising an optics part and a input 
function part with a control button, a wheel switch, and pressure sensor. However, D1 does not 
discloses a contact button sensor adapted to perform a scroll function. The pen-shape optical 
mouse defined in claims 1-1 1 are thus considered new relative to the prior art of D1. 
Since claims 1-11 are new (Article 33(1) and (2) PCT) and involve an inventive step (Article 
33(1) and (3) PCT). 

All claims are considered to be industrially applicable (Article 33(4) PCT). 
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
